At St. John's Cathedral, at the evening 
service yesterday, His Lordship the Bishop, 
in accordanca, with o provious Announ¢s- 

* mont, dicoursed on Christian Science. He 
took hls text fron tha 88th Chapter and 
the Jat verse of Teniah: «'* And in those 
days wya, Hezekiah sick unto death.” He 
proceded hia remarks on Christian Science 
with a few general observations a8 lo 
the number of new soc:a which had 
sprung up of recent yoara, led by men 
or women, who clsimed to haye racely- 
ed special revelations or to huve “made 

* qsored discoveries. Most of them based 
their claima to’ attention on 4 common 
feature, viz, healing withont the sid of 
druga dr surgical appliances, The success 
hich aome of these secta attained was due, 
in tho Bishop's opinion, to 4 not annatural 
revolt against tho materialiem of the age, 
the denial by many of tho epiritual sida 
of ex‘atence, and by the fact that many 
persona do recover from slcknoas with- 
out the eid of medicines, Mra Eddy, the 
founder of Obristisn Science, professed.ta 
have made a ssored discovery, and her. 
eolenca embraced not only religion, hot 
the whole schome of existence, Sho found 
like others, that it was expedient to bring 
healing into prominence ne 6 moana of 
gathoring, adherente, her systom was dia- 
tinct from others in one important respect. 
Ohristian Scionce subverted or denied the 
fundamental truths of Christianity ; it was 
in direct conflict with Outholio Christianity 
fo eoveral points.
